Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration 
of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1939.  Incor- 
porated with  it  is  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  Report  is  an  “ordinary”  report  and  therefore 
mainly  statistical. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  the  heading  of 
“population”  three  estimates  are  given.  This  is 
occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  constitution  ot 
the  District  underwent  a change  on  the  1st  April, 
1939,  when  the  greater  part  of  two  parishes  from 
the  Tadcaster  Rural  District,  i.e.  Kippax  and 
Allerton  Bywater  became  incorporated  with  the 
Garforth  Urban  District.  The  figures  marked  “a” 
and  “b”  are  composite  figures  employed  in  the 
calculation  of  the  various  vital  statistics.  The 
figure  marked  “c”  represents  the  population  of  the 
re-constituted  District  at  the  end  of  December, 
,1939,

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  reported  during  1939.  I attribute  this 
to  the  fact  that  during  recent  years  a high  per- 
centage of  the  children  of  the  District  submitted 
to  immunisation. 

Small  Pox:  No  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  reported 
in  the  Council’s  area. 

Measles:  There  was  the  usual  amount  of  this 
disease  during  the  year  but  no  deaths  resulted. 

Whooping  Cough:  There  was  a fair  amount  ot 
this  disease  during  1939  resulting  in  one  death. 

Summer  Diarrhoea:  There  was  a small  amount  of 
this  during  1939  without  fatal  results. 

Influenza*.  Though  there  was  no  marked  amount 
of  Influenza  during  the  past  year  unfortunately  two 
deaths  resulted. 
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Tuberculosis:  Ten  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
reported  during  the  year,  7 Pulmonary  and  3 Non- 
Pulmonary.  There  were  two  deaths  from  Pulmon- 
ary Tuberculosis  and  1 death  from  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.

GARFORTH  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 


This  Centre  is  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  The  mothers  attend  reg- 
ularly, and  derive  particular  benefit  from  the  advice 
given  by  the  staff  regarding  the  Feeding  and 
Welfare  of  their  infants.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  the  drainage  is  by  piped  sewers, 
discharging  into  the  sewage  disposal  works.  There 
are  50  houses  situated  in  Allerton  Bywater  the  only 
means  of  drainage  of  which  is  cesspools. 

The  remaining  houses  in  the  area  unconnected  to 
our  disposal  works  are  situated  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  district. 

A scheme  is  contemplated  to  convert  the  50 
cesspools  in  Allerton  Bywater  into  the  main 
drainage  system. 

The  drains  and  sewers  were  flushed  and  disin- 
fected regularly  during  the  year  and  in  the  case 
of  new  houses  water  carriage  system  only  is 
entertained. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  effluent 
at  the  sewage  disposal  works  up  to  the  Rivers 
Board’s  requirements.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Scavenging  of  Garforth  Village  is  carried 
out  by  our  own  workmen. 

Cleansing  in  Allerton  Bywater  and  Kippax  is 
carried  out  by  contract  labour. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  during  the  past  year 
was  satisfactory.  Any  complaints  received  were 
promptly  dealt  with. 
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During  the  year  regular  inspections  were  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  disinfectant 
powder  is  distributed  free  when  required. 

The  refuse  is  easily  disposed  of  on  to  agricultural 
land,  and  one  third  of  the  area’s  refuse  is  disposed 
of  on  to  the  Council’s  tip. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  water  supply  to  the  schools  continues  to  be 
adequate. 


RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

Four  Recreation  Grounds  are  provided. 

1.  Adjoining  the  Housing  Estate  at  East  Garforth. 

2.  Barley  Hill  Road,  Garforth. 

3.  Park  Avenue,  Ivippax. 

4.  Station  Road,  Allerton  Bywater. 

Numbers  2 and  3 Recreation  Grounds  have  been 
constructed  into  modern  playing  fields.  Full  benefit 
is  made  of  these. 


'Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  certain  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  some  of  which  were  Council  houses.  Each 
of  the  houses  were  fumigated  with  H.C.N.  gas 
under  pressure. 

Before  any  tenant  will  be  accepted  by  the  Council 
their  furniture  and  their  home  is  thoroughly  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  if  bugs  are 
discovered  the  tenant’s  furniture,  etc.,  is  removed 
in  the  van  under  liquid  H.C.N.  gas. The  bedding  is 
sent  to  the  steam  disinfector. 

All  houses  are  visited  from  time  to  time  and  in 
this  way  the  necessary  education  of  the  tenant  is 
proceeded  with.
